Eating disorders aren’t 
just a female problem. 
Here’s one man’s story

Rob hated to run. But he hated to stop even 
more. 

That’s when his inner voice, the one that 
had belittled him since the seventh grade, 
would speak. If he didn’t keep going, it said, 
he was going to get fat. 

So on he ran. And when even six hours a day 
of exercise weren’t enough to quiet the voice, 
he started skipping meals, too. 

While anorexia, bulimia and other eating 
disorders are potentially lethal disorders—up 
to 5 percent of those suffering from them die 
from suicide, substance abuse or medical is- 
sues—they traditionally have been viewed 
as women’s problems: Researchers say only 
10 percent of those who are treated for the 
conditions are male. 

But a growing body of evidence suggests 
that number is misleading. A study published 
last year estimated that boys actually com- 
prise 40 percent of teens who have eating dis- 
orders. An earlier Harvard survey found that 
men account for 25 percent of adults stricken 
by anorexia and bulimia. 

Some Chicago-area therapists say more 
men and boys are seeking help. Niquie Dwor- 
kin, who practices on the North Side, said 
they've been tormented by the same kind 
of unattainable body images that long have 
plagued women and girls. 

“Action figures used to look normal,” she 
said. “Now they’re superhuman with really 
cut abs and really big shoulders.”

While eating disorders in both men and 
women appear to have similar roots in genet- 
ics, media messages, perfectionism and low 
self-esteem, the symptoms often are differ- 
ent. Experts say one big contrast is that men 
usually focus on muscularity, not thinness,

out to incredible extremes. 

That’s what happened with Rob, 24, from 
northwest suburban Elgin. 

His trouble began at the age of 14, not 
long after bullying schoolmates mocked him 
for supposedly being fat. Vowing to gain the 
same kind of lean, athletic physique pos- 
sessed by one of his tormentors, he started 
doing 100 push-ups a night. He then moved 
to the weight room, and when he entered high 
school, the cross country team. 

By the time he was a senior, he made excus- 
es to leave practice early so he could work out 
even harder alone. 

“I wanted to make a name for myself, be 
something,” he said recently. “Working hard- 
er than anyone else in the group made me bet- 
ter. That’s what I thought.” 

Strange thing, though: Rob didn’t care that 
much about winning races or setting records. 
He didn’t really even like running. Thinking 
about the hours of exercise that awaited him 
after school filled him with dread. 

But he absorbed the pain, and after notic- 
ing an odd relief in hunger, he began skipping 
meals, too. Mastering his body allowed him to 
feel as though he could manage a life that had 
become lonely and socially awkward. 

Daniel Le Grange, director of the eating 
disorders program at the University of Chi- 
cago Medical Center, said it’s common for 
people who suffer from the disorders to ex- 
press a desire for control and self-affirmation. 
But any contentment that emerges from star- 
vation and hellish exercise doesn’t last long, 
he said. 

“We have patients who are bleeding be- 
cause they’re on the carpet doing a thousand 
push ups and sit ups a day,” he said. “It never

Dr. Ted Weltzin, medical director of eating 
disorder services at Rogers Memorial Hos- 
pital, said male eating disorders can go un- 
recognized for years for one simple reason: 
Few people expect to encounter one in a 
man. 

“People aren’t necessarily shocked that 


gives you that feeling that you're yearning for, 
that you feel good about yourself.” 

Rob’s intense exercise led to stress frac- 
tures, and he decided not to join the cross 
country team when he went to college in the 
fall of 2006. But he didn’t let up on his body. 

Instead, he rose at 6 a.m. for a quick break- 
fast before heading to the gym for a four-hour 
workout, including 90 minutes on an ellipti- 
cal machine and an hour of weights. In the 
afternoon, after skipping lunch, he walked for

frenzied from inactivity that he grabbed his 
crutches and did hobbled laps around his par- 
ents’ kitchen table.

He called the eating disorders recovery cen- 
ter at Alexian Brothers Behavioral Health 
Hospital in Hoffman Estates and had himself 
admitted. 

In his three months at Rogers, Rob said, he

For now, though, he has managed to quiet 
the voice inside him with the mantra he took 
away from treatment: He is more than his 
body. 

“There are so many other things that set 
me aside,” he said. “I have my goals and aspi- 
rations, like wanting to be a counselor. What 
I do physically will not be the defining charac- 
teristic for me.” 


The reasons for that aren’t clear, but Weltzin 
said it might be related to the emotional stress 
of growing up gay or how body image is val- 
ued in the gay community. 


Athletes who participate in sports in which 
body weight is a major factor—including every- 
thing from wrestling to high-jumping—can be 
susceptible to eating disorders.

Viacom on chopping block 


DirecTV subscribers may lose popular chan- 
nels owned by Viacom Inc. including MTV, 
Comedy Central and Nickelodeon as early as 
Wednesday if the two companies are unable 
to come to terms on a new distribution deal. 

Viacom said on its website that its current 
contract with DirecTV expires at midnight 
Tuesday and no agreement is near. 

“Despite our best efforts, DirecTV has re- 
jected all of our proposals to renew our agree- 
ment,” Viacom said, adding that the latest 
offer from the satellite broadcaster is for a 
lower rate than Viacom said it gets from any 
other distributor in the industry.

DirecTV, which has about 20 million sub- 
scribers around the country, countered that 
Viacom is being greedy. Viacom wants a 30 
percent increase, or an additional $1 billion, 
to carry its channels, DirecTV said in a state- 
ment. 

Although the pact was set to expire at mid- 
night, DirecTV said it is willing to continue 
carrying the channels while the two sides ne- 
gotiate a new deal, but Viacom has resisted 
that offer. 

Fights over new agreements between pro- 
grammers and distributors are commonplace 
in the industry. Typically, a deal is reached

without viewers losing service, but it does 
happen on occasion. Satellite broadcaster 
Dish Network, for example, recently stopped 
carrying AMC and its sister channels as part 
of a dispute.

Alaskan baby 
beluga dies 


Alaska’s most famous baby beluga 
whale has died. 

Two Alaska fisherman had discovered 
the baby beluga dehydrated and disori- 
ented in a shallow area of Bristol Bay on 
June 18. That led to a frantic rescue by the 
Alaska SeaLife Center, which grounded lo- 
cal flights while it airlifted the beluga calf 
to the center. 

An employee with the center confirmed 
the death to the Los Angeles Times on 
Monday, but officials at the center were 
not immediately available for further com- 
ment. According a report from the An- 
chorage Daily News, the calf died around 
midnight Sunday. The cause was not imme- 
diately known, and a necropsy was sched- 
uled. 

“They were actually surprised that ... 
we were able to keep the calf going so well 
for so long,” Tara Riemer Jones, president 
of the Alaska SeaLife Center, told the An- 
chorage Daily News. “This was way beyond 
the expectations for that team.”

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‘Confess’ looks to the ’8Os

While many of its 
contemporaries in 
80s new wave nostal- 
gia drowned their mu- 
sic and accompanying 
emotions in elec- 
tronic filters, Twin 
Shadow’s 2010 debut 
“Forget” embraced 
the era’s tradition of 
moody music on its 
own terms. George 
Lewis Jr., Twin Shadow’s creative force, 
delivered sharp production and musicianship 
that recalled actual period bands rather than 
merely leaning on the ’80s shorthand of Hu- 
man League-style synth effects. 

For a breakup album, however, “Forget” 
could have the effect of leaving its listeners 
more impressed than moved. Twin Shadow’s 
sophomore album “Confess,” despite lyrics 
that focus on a less inspiring brand of petty 
emotions associated with some undefined 
modern relationships, is stirring, sing-along, 
fist-pump stuff end-to-end. 

This record again looks to the ’80s for a 
blueprint, embracing not just the sound but 
also the spirit of an era when rock music was 
chart-topping pop material. That’s reiterated 
in the album cover, which shows Lewis posed

alone in a leather jacket—a sort of bad boy 
pop star image that seems oddly anachro- 
nistic at a time when rock has become so 
generally self-effacing. 

Indie rock bands don’t brand themselves 
this way; Bruce Springsteen does. And that’s 
the point: While the music on “Confess” still 
draws heavily from bands like The Psyche- 
delic Furs, it’s really reaching for the territory 
of arena-friendly artists like Uz and Bruce 
Springsteen. 

In another era, songs like “Five Seconds” 
or “Beg For The Night,” with its killer guitar 
coda, could have been the kind of mas- 
sive, unifying anthems that totally crush at 
karaoke.

‘Magellan’ finds a tender groove

to Dirty Projectors (whose last proper studio 
record was 2009’s fascinating “Bitte Orca”) 
can be a delicate undertaking: It seems like 
the songs could collapse at any moment. 
While their music scans as Brooklyn indie 
rock, the band’s experimentalist bent is 
probably more in line with an act like R&B 
singer The-Dream, who, armed with a strong 
technical mastery of craft, is interested in 


figuring out the tiny elements that make 
songs work. Dirty Projectors deal as much 
in compelling moments —for instance, the 
sudden, guitar-driven choruses on “Swing Lo 
Magellan” opener and highlight “Offspring 
Are Blank” —as they do in cohesive songs. 

“Swing Lo Magellan” does cohere, though, 
despite its self-consciousness, echoing both 
the progressive attitudes and well-worn 
sounds of artists like David Bowie, late 
Beatles and, at times, Bob Dylan. The album 
is often quieter, more lyrically tender, and 
more straightforward in its songwriting than 
the band’s previous work, particularly on 
standout tracks “Dance For You” and “The 
Socialites.” 

Driven by both their companionable 
lyrical approach to complicated feelings and 
stirring instrumental flourishes, the Dirty 
Projectors songs on “Swing Lo Magellan” 
play this guiding role and, as a result, very 
much work like regular songs.

So, you’re asking, where can you go to make 
these hot nights even hotter?
